It dropped from the hand of the
coward and the sluggard, of the man
wrapped in luxury or love of ease, the
man whose soul was eaten away by self
Indulgence; it has been kept alight only
by those who were mighty of heart and
cunning of hand. What they worked
at, providing It was worth doing at all,
was of less matter than how they work
ed, whether in the realm of the mind
the realm of the body. If their work
was good, If what they achieved was
of substance, then high success was
really theirs.

The Great AdvaBce.
"While freely admitting all of our

follies and weaknesses of today, it Is
yet mere perversity to refuse to realize
the Incredible advance that has been
jrinde In ethical standards. I do not be-

lieve that there Is the slightest neces
sary connection between any weakening
of virile force and this advance in tne
moral standard, this growth of the
sense of obligation to one's neighbor
and of reluctance to that neighbor
wrong. We need have scant patience
with that sillj' cynicism which Insists
that kindliness of character only ac
companies weakness of character.

"On the contrary, just as in private
life many of the men of strongest char-act- or

are the very men of loftiest and
most exalted morality, so I believe that
in national life as the ages go
shall find that the permanent national
types will more and more tend towards
those in which, while the intellect stands

'rugged strength and courage, rugged
capacity to resist wrongful aggression
by others, will go hand in hand with
a lofty scorn of doing wrong to oth-
ers.

TuRtice and Strength.

These were as good men, as disinterest-
ed and unselfish men, as ever served
a state; and they were also as strong
men as ever founded or saved a state.
Surely such examples prove that there
is nothing Utopian In our effort to
combine justice and strength In the
same nation. The really high civiliza-
tions must themselves supply the anti-
dote to the self indulgence love
of ease which they tend to produce.

But there are
certain problems which both of us
have to solve, and as to which our
standards should be same.

and the American both at home and
abroad, are brought into contact with
utterly alien peoples, some with a civ-
ilization more ancient than own,
others still in, or having, but recently
arisen from the barbarism which our
people left behind years ago.

"The problems that arise are of well
nigh inconceivable difficulty. They
cannot be solved by the foolish senti
mentality of the stay-at-ho- people I

with nttie patent recipes, ana tnose
theories of the political

nursery which have such limited appli-
cability amid the crash of elemental
forces. Neither can they be solved by
the raw brutality of the men "who,

at home or on. the rough fron-
tier of civilization, adopt might as the
only standard of right in dealing with
other men, and treat alien races only
as subjects for exploitation.

Races All Differ.
"No hard and fast rule can be drawn

as applying to all alien races, because
they differ from one another far more
widely than some of them differ from
us. But there are one or two rules which
must not be forgotten. In the long
run, there be no justification for
one race managing or controling an-
other unless the management and con-
trol are exercised in the Interest and
for the benefit of that other race. This
is what our peoples have in the main
done, and must continue to do, In In-
dia, gypt, and the Philippines alike.
In the next place, as regards every race,
everywhere, at home or abroad, we
cannot afford to deviate from the great
rule of righteousness which bids U3
treat each man on his worth a3 a
man.

Justice For All.
"He must not be sentimentally favored

because he belongs to a given race; he
must not be given Immunity in wrong-
doing, or permitted to cumber the
ground, or given other privileges which
would be denied to the vicious and un-
fit among ourselves. On the other
hand, where he acts In a way which
would entitle him to respect ami re-
ward if he were of our own stock, he
is just as much entitled to that respect
and reward 'if he comes of another stock,
even though that other stock produces
a much smaller proDortlon of men of
his type than does own. This has
nothing to do with social Intermingling,
with what is called social equality.

"It has to do merely with the ques
tion of doing to each man a.nd each
woman that elementary justice which
will permit him or her to gain from
life the reward which should always
accompany thrift, sobriety, seit con- - 1.

International Duty.

"The Individual can depend fqr his

therefore, as things are now, it is the
highest duty of the most advanced and
freest people to keep themselves in
such a state of readiness as to forbid
to any barbarism hope
of arresting the progress of the world
bjvstriking down the nations that lead
In that progress.
